Not only was she not built 
to wrest the speed supremacy of the North Atlantic from another country 
but, we are told, she was not designed to be the most luxurious liner afloat, 
despite reams of descriptive material which has been published emphasizing 
the lavish nature of her appointments and equipment. 

“The problem,” says the Times, ‘‘was not to build a ship so big and so 
fast as to ‘stagger creation’, The problem all along was to build ‘the smal- 


lest and slowest ship that could form one half of a weekly service’. 


Continuing the Times says: “Speed is very expensive; and a ship must 
be big to pay for it. On the other hand size is also expensive; and there is 
need for nice calculation. The Queen Mary is not meant to be the biggest 
and fastest ship afloat. She is not meant to be a ‘luxury’ ship at all, It 
has been made perfectly clear that the luxury will be there for those who 
seek it; but one advantage of great size in a ship is that room can be made 
for all sorts of people, and the Queen Mary is not for the rich only.”

Trees Recommended As 
Suitable For Western 
Climatic Conditions 


Climatic conditions generally are 
not favourable to tree-growth on the 
Canadian prairies, particularly in the 
semi-arid area. The prairie tree- 
planter has to contend not only with | 
these unfavourable conditions but) 
also with competition from the nat- 
ural groundcover. Experience has! 
shown, however, says Norman M. | 
Ross, superintendent of the Domin- 
fon Forest Nursery Station at Indian 
Head, Saskatchewan, and Chief of 
the Dominion Tree-Planting Division, 
that even in the driest areas trees 
suitable for shelter-belts, and also 
for the production of fuel and fence 
posts, grown if proper 
methods are adopted. 

First of all, the soil must be thor- 
oughly prepared in order to eradi- 
cate completely the native grasses 
and other perennials, and to store up 
a reserve of moisture to give the) 
young plantation a reasonable start. 
This usually requires two seasons. In 
the first season the sod is broken a 
few inches deep and then thoroughly 
worked. One season is sufficient to, 
kill all the native plants. The fol-| 
lowing year, the land to be planted is| 
deeply summer-fallowed to open up, 
the soil for the roots and to conserve 
moisture. |

Charles Morrow Wilson in ‘Popular 
Mechanics.” 

Most soil teems with 
plants and man, weed seed, 
hibernating parasites and fungi. For 
centuries people have striven to 


enemies to 
soil 


| sterilize soils and fight these hosts 


of unwelcome guests. The primitive 
defense has been to wait until fall 
to burn off dead leaves and stalks. 
More recently there have been at- 
tempts to purify the soil with chemi- 
cals. But few chemicals are effec- 
tive in cold soils and sometimes the 
residues prove harmful. 

Some progressive farmers, gard- 
eners and florists are trying to steri- 
lize their soil with electrical heat. 
They find that heating the soil to 
180 degrees for five or six hours not 


only kills soil bacteria and _ insect 
life, but virtually every variety of 
weed seed, converts unavailable 


forms of soil nitrogen into available 
plant foods and develops great quan- 
tites of ammonia, This changes to 
nitrate, which results in more rapid 
plant growth. 

The commercial soil sterilizer con- 
sists of a box with one cubic yard 
capacity, built of eighth-inch boiler 
plate and provided with a top for 
loading and a bottom dump _ for 
emptying the soil after it has been 
“cooked.” A home-made wooden 
box properly wired might serve as 
well. Heat is furnished by fifteen 
electric heating elements carrying a 
connected load of five kilowatts 
to give even heat through- 
out the box and allow free space for 
removing soil. Elements are con- 
nected in upper and lower circuits to 
allow sterilization of one-half cubic 
yard. The cost of sterilizing a cubic 
yard of soil for a period of six hours 
at three cents a kilowatt hour is 
approximately $1. A cubic yard of 
ferile soil will fill about 2,000 small 
flower pots, and the saving in weed- 
ing alone more than repays steriliza- 
tion costs. 

Winter vegetables such as 
lettuce, turnips and celery grow well 
in soil temperatures of from 50 to 
60 degrees. ‘Warm weather” vege- 
tables require a soil temperature of 
about 70 degrees for best growth. 

One gardener has installed a 
“warming griddle” for starting early 


beets 


| peppers, tomatoes, cabbage and vari- 


ous other garden vegetables and 
flowers for transplanting. He built 
the griddle on a bench in a corner 
of his greenhouse, covered the top of 
the bench with lead-sheathed wire 
cable made for resistance 
and placed 2x4-inch boards between 
the cables to protect them from the 
weight Within three 
weeks he produced sturdy plants for 
transplanting.

Newest Crime Detector 


Method Of Photographing Human 
Voice Has Been Discovered 

There is no limit to the aid of 
science in crime detection. Recent | 
years have brought many wonders | 
of the laboratory for the detective's 
use, and in the realm of identifica- 
tion we have passed from finger- 
prints to palm-prints, to ear-prints 
and many other surprising things. 

Now we may be approaching the 
era of the voice-print, as the result 
of a device perfected by a Hun- 
garian-born inventor who has lived| 
{n London since the day when, just 
after the war, he went to England 
as a student in the scientific side of 
electrical engineering. 

Edward Wender is his name, and} 
his achievement has been to discover | 
a method of actually photographing | 
the human voice and of developing it | 
on glass so that an indestructible 
and permanent record of it may be| 
kept. 

This method takes the recording | 
of sound a long way ahead of any-| 
thing done in this field hitherto. | 
There has been the gramophone disk | 
method; there has been the making | 
of a sound track for talking films. 
But the capturing of sound by these 
methods has one outstanding dis- 
advantage—with repeated use the 
records inevitably become worn andj 
impaired. Moreover, pure natural-| 
ness of tone cannot always be -ob- | 


tained. Individual gradations of 
voice may be lost or obscured. 
These are disadvantages which 


Mr. Wender’s method of photograph- 
ing the voice sweeps away. He is} 
able to take and keep for all time if} 
necessary an absolutely pure record, 
of sound with all its individual 
variations and characteristics. | 

He does it by allying the principles | 
of electricity and light. Supposing | 
it is desired to make a record of a 
girl's voice. The subject speaks) 
first into an ordinary microphone. 
The sound is then carried through an| 
amplifier to a big camera of special, 
type and is then photographed on} 
to a plate. 

After being developed the voice is 
printed on to a circular disk of heavy | 
glass in the form of a series of con- 
centric rings, and to lay eyes looks | 
for all the world like some Eastern 
writing. Each tiny gradation of tone 
is there, each rise and fall the voice 
may make without its owner's} 
knowledge. <A single word may be 
represented by a considerable portion 
of one of the rings. 

There may be people whose voices 
seem similar, but each individual of 
the human race is believed by ex-| 
perts to posses some peculiarity or 
individual characteristic in speaking 
that is possessed by no other. 

The value of a method of record- | 
ing those peculiarities with complete 
and lasting accuracy in the field of, 
identification has not failed to im-| 
press itself upon criminologists, and, 
it will soon become an_ additional | 
part of the most up-to-date crime- | 
fighting equipment. | 

Crime is verily fighting a _ losing 
battle when arrayed against the 
science which produces such marvels 
as this.

Gathering Of Wild Plants Threatens 
Disappearance Of Many 
Species 
Every province in Canada pos- 
sesses a rich heritage of native 
flora. From early spring until cold 
weather returns in the autumn our 
woods and glens provide a succession 
of charming flowers, more varied 
and quite as beautiful as the best 
gardens provide, Unfortunately many 
of the citizens, particularly of the 
larger centres of population, regard 
this abundance as a free gift to be| 
ravished at will. Without thought 
for the perpetuation of the native 
stock they descend upon the inviting 
groves week after weck and seem to 
take pleasure in gathering with) 
reckless abandon the most charming 
flowers in bloom, It is commencing 
to be realized that this unrestrained, 
gathering of wild plants is threaten- | 
ing the disappearance of many of} 
the finest of the native species. The 
Ontario Horticultural Association, 
conscious of this danger, took steps 
at their recent convention to arouse 
|a public sentiment towards the pro- 


| tection of the native flora, 

In an address by the incoming 
president, J. B. Spencer of Ottawa, 
it was pointed out that some of the 
finest plants of the woods have al- 
ready disappeared and others. will) 
follow in their wake unless a more 
sane attitude possesses the flower 
pickers who visit the wooded areas 
from time to time. The fact was) 


disclosed that no less than 23 of the 
American States have passed laws 
designed to protect wild plants. 
Reference was made also to the 


organization and work of the Wild 
Flower Preservation Society with 
headquarters in the United States) 
capital. This organization through | 
its branches carries on its work 
chiefly by influencing public senti- 
ment by lectures, newspaper articles 
and poster campaigns. No attempt 
is made to prevent the picking of | 
wild bloom, which they point out | 
should be done only in a sane and} 
| thoughtful manner with due regard | 
for the future. Rules strongly urged 
are that sufficient flowers should be| 
left to form seed and that plants| 
should not be torn up by the roots. 
Some species such as the violets, | 
hepaticas and others with flower | 
stems rising directly from the roots/ 
may be freely picked so long as the’ 
plant body is not disturbed. Others, | 
like the Trilllium, the newly selected | 
floral emblem of Ontario, should) 
never be gathered freely, as the flow- 
ers cannot be picked without re- 
moving all of the foliage and on this’ 
depends the maturing of the bulbous | 
root for the following season's crop.

Alfalfa In Canada 


Gives A Larger Yield Per Acre Than 
Clover Or Timithy 


Alfalfa is a forage crop which has 
been growing in popularity in Can- 
ada since the beginning of the pres- 
ent century. The acreage sown to 
this crop in 1935 was 762,300 and 
the yield amounted to 1,958,700 tons 
valued at $15,743,000. The average 
price per ton was $8.04 and the 
average yield per acre was 2.57 tons. 

Alfalfa gives a larger production 
per acre than is obtained from cither 
clover or timothy. It has been grown 
for many years at the Central Fx- 


| perimental Farm at Ottawa and has 


been found to outyield any other 
variety of hay. It usually produces 
two cuttings in a season and enough 


aftermath for winter protection. It 


is a deep-rooted perennial plant, 
drawing much of its nourishment 
from the subsoil. Like all other 


legumes it has the property of en- 
riching the soil with nitrogen gained 
from the air, and it also contributes 
large quantities of humus through 
dead leaves and decaying roots. It 
is of great value as a soil-improve- 
ment crop. 

The feeding value of alfalfa gives 
it high rank among all forage crops. 
All kinds of farm stock like it and 
thrive upon it. For dairy cows it is 
particularly valuable. 

Of the total Canadian crop of al- 
falfa more than half a million acres 
are grown in Ontario. Alberta ranks 
second with nearly 75,000 acres, and 


British Columbia third with 48,000 
acres. In Ontario alfalfa is grown 
under natural precipitation, but in 


Alberta and British Columbia irriga- 
tion is extensively employed. It is 
a crop which lends itself particular- 
ly to closely-settled communities 
specializing in the dairy industry.
